To Tax Change 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -Pres­ 
ident Richard M. Nixon, having 
strongly hinted he intends to 
sign the tax reform bill, con­ 
tinued to work today on budget 
problems in an effort to offset 
the bill’s projected $2.5 billion 
revenue loss for fiscal 1971. 
Although 
he 
had 
earlier 
threatened to veto the reform- 
relief measure on the grounds 
it is inflationary, the President 
indicated yesterday his budget 
trimming decisions were based 
on the assumption 
that 
the 
newly-passed 
tax 
bill 
would 
become law. 
The disclosure came when 
Nixon talked to reporters after 
meeting for most of the day on 
the projected budget for 
12 
months beginning July 1 with 
budget director 
Robert May 
and defense secretary Melvin 
R. Laird and other aides. 
“ One of our major problems 
is we have got to readjust our 
whole thinking because there is 
a $2.5 billion shortfall which 
resulted from the tax bill,” the 
President said. 
Nixon told newsmen that the 
House-Senate Conference Com­ 
mittee had “ commendably re­ 
duced the loss of revenue” in 
its compromise version of the 
bill which Congress approved 
Monday. 
However, he emphasized that 
the bill still carries a revenue 
loss $2.5 billion greater than the 
original administration bill. 
Nixon has six more days in 
which to sign the bill or it will 
be pocket vetoed. 
In 
discussing 
the 
budget, 
which he hopes to deliver to 
Congress 
the final 
week 
in 
January, 
the 
President 
said 
that defense expenditures would 
be the smallest percentage of 
the overall budget since World 
War II. 
Neither Nixon nor Mayo gave 
any figures, but the new budget 
is 
expected 
to exceed 
$200 
billion for the first time in 
history, despite the trimming. 
“ We 
are 
closing 
all 
the 
zippers between revenue and 
expenditures and this involved 
some very heavy breathing in,” 
said Mayo. 
Th President and his family 
had canceled plans to fly to 
San Clemente yesterday for the 
remainder of the holiday season 
in order to work on the budget. 
They are now expected to de­ 
part the White House on Tues­ 
day. 
Nixon will spend much of his

The action north of Saigon, 
began about dawn, six hours 
after a 72-hour Viet Cong cease­ 
fire for Christmas ended. 


The fighting was nine miles 
northwest of the district capital 
of Loc Ninh, near Highway 13. 
which leads from North Viet­ 
namese bases inside Cambodia 
into South Vietnam. 


It was around Loc Ninh that 
allied troops bore the brunt of a 
mid-August high point kicking 
off the enemy's fall campaign in 
South Vietnam.

Algerians In 
School Boom 


PARIS — (Toronto News Serv­ 
ice) — Seven years after gam­ 
ing their independence from 
France, the 13 million Algerians 
are experiencing a school boom. 
Though most of the people of 
this North African Moslem re­ 
public on the Mediterranean are 
still bitterly poor, practically all 
the children now go regularly to 
school. 
The revolutionary side of this 
voracious hunger for reading, 
writing and arithmetic is that 
the girls go to school, too. 
In a Moslem country this 
means a big upheaval in tradi­ 
tional behavior. The govern­ 
ment brings constant pressure 
on parents to send not only their 
sons to school but also their 
daughters. Parents who do not 
do so are punished by having 
their game-shooting and hunting 
licenses withdrawn. 
Gradually the traditional idea 
of the veiled and ‘‘soulless’’ fe­ 
male is losing ground, and often 
the fathers will volunteer to 
help in the building of the local 
schoolhouse. Although the gov­ 
ernment of Algeria is a ruthless 
dictatorship, with strong pro- 
Maoist and pro-Arab sympa­ 
thies, it has not basically adopt­ 
ed the policy of guns before but­ 
ter. but rather, education before 
butter. 
The total number of school 
children today is reported to be 
over 2 million of which 700,000 
are girls. 
Arabic is the language for the 
first two school years, but from 
then on teaching is in French 
and Arabic. The result is that 
today five times as many Alge­ 
rian children are learning to 
speak and write French as be­ 
fore the French left in 1962. 
Young Algerians are discover­ 
ing the French classics, their fa­ 
vorite author apparently being 
the 17th century playwright Mo- 
liere, who had a few’ pertinent 
things to say about the emanci­ 
pation of women. 
One French teacher, who has 
remained in Algeria despite the 
change, said that in expounding 
Moliere to a class of boys he 
was led to explain that girls are 
just as intelligent as boys. 
"Their reaction was violent at 
first,” he said. “ But 1 was able 
to show them they were arguing 
in bad faith since the girls at 
school worked harder and were 
often more clever than the 
boys.” 
The Algerian education minis­ 
ter, Dr. Taleb. explained recent­ 
ly why this very Arab-conscious 
republic insists on French as a 
major part of the school curric­ 
ulum. covering 15 to 20 hours of 
study a week. 
“ We have to provide for two 
basic requirements,” he said. 
“ We must rediscover our own 
civilization, but we must also 
have a window open on modern 
technology and science. 
“ Through Arabic we seek to 
recover our cultural heritage, 
just as we have recovered the 
soil from its former French 
owners. But French remains a 
privileged language for us be­ 
cause it provides us with an en­ 
try into the modern world.” 
In the mountainous areas chil­ 
dren often walk five or six miles 
to school, where they are sup­ 
plied with free milk, and in the 
poorest areas there is also soup 
at noon. This, for many, is all 
the food they get in a day, but 
their enthusiasm for s c h o o l 
seems to be undiminished. 
The A l g e r i a n budget sets 
aside 32 per cent of its revenue 
for education. It is expected 
that in another 10 years the so­ 
cial picture in Algeria will be 
unrecognizable by people who 
only knew Algeria before inde­ 
pendence. 
This development is expected 
partly as a result of the great 
educational drive, but is also 
closely connected with the oil in 
the Sahara. The Sahara makes 
up nine-tenths of Algeria’s terri­ 
tory. 
New oil cities are springing 
up, bringing a new kind of life 
even to the nomad. The children 
of nomad parents are being 
placed in boarding schools at 
the age of six or seven. 
There are still a lot of French 
teachers in Algeria, and no 
doubt they will continue to be 
there for another generation at 
least. 
And s i n c e independence a 
flock of young French teachers 
has arrived in Algeria, many 
without much previous teaching. 
“ It is comforting,” said one 
teacher, “ to be among children 
who respect knowledge. Also, 
we are not pestered by the chil­ 
dren’s parents.”

Skull Proves 


Drift Theory 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sci­ 
e n t i s t s 
say 
a 
200- 
million-year-old reptile skul l 
found in Antarctica proves con­ 
clusively the icy south polar 
land mass was once part of a 
supercontinent which broke up 
into drifting fragments. 
The discovery, announced Fri­ 
day by the National Science 
Foundation, was hailed as “ one 
of the truly great fossil finds of 
all times.” 
The foundation said Dr. Laur­ 
ence M. Gould, a University of 
Arizona geologist and veteran of 
a n t a r c t i c research, relayed 
news of the discovery Thursday 
night in a telephone call from 
Antarctica. Gould is part of a 
team organized by Ohio State 
University. 
The fossil was described as 
consiting of parts of the head of 
a Lystrosaurus, a creature two 
to four feet long that flourished 
more than 200 million years ago 
and was an ancestor of the 
giant d i n o s a u r s which once 
dominated life on earth. 
The foundation said Gould re­ 
ported the fossil was found 
along with many others in a 
sandstone bed about 400 miles 
from the South Pole. Its pres­ 
ence, the foundation said, “ is 
very strong evidence of the 
probability of continental drift” 
because such creatures could 
not have migrated “ between 
continental areas across oceanic 
barriers.” 
Since similar fossisl hve been 
uncovered in other parts of the 
world, scientists believe they 
can say with certainty Antarcti­ 
ca was once joined to other land 
masses now widely separated.

PARIS — (Toronto News Serv­ 
ice) — Seven years after gain­ 
ing 
their independence from 
France, the 13 million Algerians 
are experiencing a school boom. 
Though most of the people of 
this North African Moslem re­ 
public on the Mediterranean are 
still bitterly poor, practically all 
the children now go regularly to 
school. 
The revolutionary side of this 
voracious hunger for reading, 
writing and arithmetic is that 
the girls go to school, too. 
In. a Moslem country this 
means a big upheaval in tradi­ 
tional behavior. 
The govern­ 
ment brings constant pressure 
on parents to send not only their 
sons to school but also their 
daughters. Parents who do not 
do so are punished by having 
their game-shooting and. hunting 
licenses withdrawn. 
Gradually the traditional idea 
of the veiled and “soulless” fe­ 
male is losing ground, and often 
the fathers will volunteer to 
help in the building of the local 
sehoolhouse. Although, the gov­ 
ernment of Algeria is a ruthless 
dictatorship, with strong pro- 
Maoist and pro-Arab sympa­ 
thies, it has not basically adopt­ 
ed the policy of guns before but­ 
ter, but rather, education before 
butter. 
The total number of school 
children today is reported to be 
over 2 million of which 700,000 
are girls. 
Arabic is the language for the 
first two school years, but from 
then on teaching is in French 
and Arabic. The result is. that 
today five times as many Alge­ 
rian children are learning to

fore the French left in 1962. 
Young Algerians are discover­ 
ing the French classics, their fa­ 
vorite author apparently being 
the 17th century playwright Mo­ 
liere, who had a few pertinent 
things to say about the emanci­ 
pation of women.

He was interviewed today at 
Tan Son Nhut airbase as he 
waited for a medical evacuation 
flight that will fly him to a mili­ 
tary hospital in Japan. 
Marshall and the others had 
left Lai Khe, base camp of the 
1st Infantry Division, for the ar­ 
tillery firebase w’here they were 
stationed, a few miles away. 
Three miles east of Lai Khe, 
15 to 20 Vietnamese suddenly 
opened fire from the four-foot 
elephant grass bordering the 
road. Marshall related. 
They wore South Vietnamese 
army uniforms and a few car­ 
ried American-made M16 rifles 
which South Vietnamese troops 


carry. But most, Marshall said 
were armed with the standard 
enemy AK-47 assault rifle. 
“After the initial volley, I was 
the only one alive,” Marshall 
recalled. The Jeep careened off 
the road into the elephant grass, 
he said. “They were all around 
me so the only thing to do was 
surrender. 
Obviously,

didn’t accept that. 
“After they shot me they were 
very

Thinking I was dead, they un­ 
buttoned my flak jacket, took 
my dog tags, personal effects 
and watch.

I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - The state 
Supreme Court has ruled that a 
person who obtained welfare 
payments by making a false 
statement as to eligibility may 
be prosecuted for a. misdemean­ 
or, but not for a felony. 
The ruling Tuesday was in the 
case of the people vs. Sherry 
Lee Gilbert, .in. Los .Angeles Coun­ 
ty, where the defendant failed to 
notify welfare authorities that a 
man was living with her in her 
home. 
She accepted welfare pay­ 
ments which were based upon a 
statement that did not. disclose 
his. presence, according to the 
administrative o f f i c e of the 
courts. 
She was charged with a felo­ 
ny, .grand theft, and convicted. 
However, the state has a. special 
statute making welfare fraud a 
misdemeanor, which was not 
applied by the prosecution. 
The court concluded that in 
view of the penal section deal­ 
ing 'with welfare fraud, the de­ 
fendant could not be convicted 
for the more general, crime of 
grand theft.

Eeco me the Co lu mbu s o f 
y o u r o wn so u l to fin d in y o u r­ 
self, in the wo rds o f Sir J. Ste­ 
v en s, “ a co n tin en t o f u n disco v ­ 
ered character.” 
Tru e, it takes mo re co u rage 
than we can imagin e to be­ 
co me the 
architect o f o u r 
character an d so u l. Fo r the 
mu ltitu des o f mass-man in a 
mass-so ciety are s c a r c e l y 
mo re than stran gers to them­ 
selv es. They fin d it mo re co n ­ 
v en ien t to ru n after the o u ter­ 
mo st fashio n o f ex terio r co n ­ 
fo rmity rather than the in n er­ 
mo st p assio n o f in ward in di­ 
v idu ality . Like fleein g Jo n ahs 
they ru n , an d ru n n in g beco mes 
a habit, a way o f life, a desti­ 
n y . u n til they are afraid to be 
themselv es an d u n co mfo rtable 
in bein g u n like o thers. They 
lo o k at themselv es in stead o f 
in to themselv es an d seek to 
p lease o ther tastes becau se 
they ha v e lo st ta ste in them­ 
selv es a nd ha v e a seco nd-ha nd 
life, with little i n d i v i d u a l 
u n iq u en ess an d o rigin ality .

An d y et, all in di­ 
v idu al stars, if they are n o t to

The co smic creatu re, man . 
can take his lesso n fro m the 
stars themselv es, in which the 
shin in g wo rlds are the acto rs, 
the u n iv erse is their stage, an d 
their adv en tu re is n o t h i n g 
sho rt o f etern ity .

On Vietna m, ho wev er, the 
buck must sto p a t the desk o f 
the President himself. Tha t he 
ha s do ne to da te a s well a s he 
ha s do ne, in a mo st co mplex 
a nd risky po licy o f slo w disen­ 
g a g ement intended simulta ne­ 
o u sly to a v o id a n America n 
defea t a nd to pla ca te a ntiwa r- 
ism here a t ho me, is in itself 
so mething o f a mira cle. 
Thu s far. he has ma na g ed to 
keep all bu t the mo st ex treme 
o f do v es o ff his back by the 
simp le circu mstan ce that he 
is. after all. withdrawin g so me 
o f o u r tro o p s. Thu s far he has 
man aged to keep all bu t the 
ex treme hawks o ff his back by 
the circu mstan ce that he has 
n o t, after all. redu ced to the 
p o in t o f tru e dan ger the to tali­ 
ty o f American military p o wer 
in Vietn am. 
An d y et two su llen 
a nd fu n ­ 
damen tal tru ths still abide. 
The first o f these is that the 
Presiden t’s ho p es fo r a n ho n ­ 
est n ego tiated settlemen t hav e 
p aten tly co me to n o thin g. The 
seco n d is that the en emy in 
the field is sho win g n o sign o f 
a willin gn ess to de-escalate his 
o wn military actio n s. 


IN SHORT, n o thin g whatev ­ 
er has chan ged in the deep 
an d su bstan tiv e facts o f life in 
this war, ex cep t in the sen se 
that the Presiden t has been 
able to bu y so me time in 
which to try to deal with a 
sto n y dilemma that is n o less 
hard than when he en tered o f­ 
fice. Clearly , with co n gressio n ­ 
al electio n s in the o ffin g, he 
will n o t wish in 1970 
to aban ­ 
do n disen gagemen t in 
fa v o r o f 
mo re American military co m­ 
mitmen t. It may be. ho wev er, 
that the u n alterable realities 
will n o t y ield to his wishes. 
It may be. in deed, that be­ 
fo re the n ew y ear has ru n its 
co u rse he may hav e been co m­ 
p elled either to widen the war 
o r in su bstan ce to co n cede a 
ban kru p tcy o f the American 
co mmitmen t 
to So u th Viet­ 
n am. This is why it is that all 
that has thu s far hap p en ed in 
his admin istratio n is o n ly ten ­ 
tativ e an d in tro du cto ry : the 
high-n o o n decisio n s still 
lie 
ahead.

How Old Is Your Pet? 


F i g u r i n g a dog's or cat s age in 
terms of human years is a tricky busi­ 
ness. The c o m m o n notion that one 
year of a dog's age is equal to seven 
human years has a l w a y s seemed 
wrong to us. The oldest dog on record 
lived 34 years, which works out at 238 
years or twice the recorded age of any 
human. 
In the December issue of Natural 


History, David P. Willoughby presents 
some formulas which he has worked 
out. Here they are for the dog, the cat 
and the horse: 


A dog’s age equals .333 of a man’s 


age minus 5.5 years. A cat's age is .385 


of a man’s age m i n u s 7.0 years. A 
horse's age is .406 of a man’s age mi­ 


nus 3.5 years. 


The Decade Of Obfuscation 


The 1960s, which certainly must go 
down as the Turbulent Sixties, might 
also be called the Decade of Obfusca­ 
tion. 
At no time has there been so much 
talk about “communication” as in the 
decade which now is rapidly moving to 
its close. And probably at no time has 
communication b e e n more obscured 
by the very ones who talked about it. 
This has not been for lack of means. 
The printed media have p r o d u c e d 
more words than ever before. Radio 
and television have multiplied t h e i r 
output. 


The trouble is that too many of the 
words have been without meaning, or 
with t w i s t e d meaning.

This may in part be a result of the 
d e c 1 i n e in the teaching of grammar 
and composition.

We cer- 
t a i n 1 y don't need more communica­ 
tion. What we need is clearer commu­ 
nication.

A Second-Hand Man

The object lesson of life and 
experience is: Don’t run! Get 
hold of yourself before it’s too 
late.

True, it takes more courage 
than we can imagine to be­ 
come 
the 
architect 
of 
our 
character and soul. For the 
multitudes of mass-man in a 
mass-society are s c a r c e l y 
more than strangers to them­ 
selves. They find it more con­ 
venient to run after the outer­ 
most fashion of exterior con­ 
formity rather than the inner­ 
most passion of inward indi­ 
viduality. Like fleeing Jonahs 
they run, and running becomes 
a habit, a way of life, a desti­ 
ny. until they are afraid to be 
themselves and uncomfortable 
in being unlike others. They 
look at themselves instead of 
into themselves and seek to 
please 
other 
tastes 
because 
they have lost taste in them­ 
selves and have a second-hand 
life, with little i n d i v i d u a l 
uniqueness and originality. 


TH ERE ARE MANY sec- 
o n d -h a n d men walking the 
streets because they fail to de­ 
fine themselves, to a f f i r m 
themselves, to tune in on them­ 
selves. They run like the pro­ 
verbial man in the ad, who is 
a 
bundle of energy without 
direction, because a spring is 
hooked on to his back and he’s 
all wound up in exploding ve­ 
locity. We recognize such men 
in Oscar Wilde's description 
when he says: “ Most people 
are 
other 
p e o p l e . 
Their 
thoughts are someone else’s 
opinions, their lives a mimic­ 
ry, their passions, a quota­ 
tion.” 
The timorous soul, shrinking 
from fear of getting to know 
and confront himself, is devoid 
of courage to relate and min­ 
gle with others and is captive 
of a house of bondage in which 
strangers reside — outer im­ 
ages, strange gods, imitation 
characters. 


THERE IS a legitimate and 
healthy struggle within us in 
our 
duality 
of 
being. 
Like 
stars, each of us must shine in 
his own light and not, like a 


moon, reflect the light of an­ 
other star. And yet, all indi­ 
vidual stars, if they are not to 
burn and wink out of exist­ 
ence, must be arrayed in a 
system of constellations and 
galaxies 
within 
a 
rhythmic 
pattern and order. 


The cosmic creature, man. 
can take his lesson from the 
stars themselves, in which the 
shining worlds are the actors, 
the universe is their stage, and 
their adventure is n o t h i n g 
short of eternity. 


And while we must shine 
brightly in our own individual 
stars, with all the light and 
warmth of our fire, we cannot 
dislodge our star from our hu­ 
man constellation and escape 
our system, or we shall end up 
in ashes like a falling star. 


ONLY BY the cultivation of 
our character and our person­ 
al experience will we be able 
to telescope our sights toward 
such vision, in this, the great­ 
est drama of man: to partake 
of the universe and see our 
role in it as we extend our­ 
selves with our fellowmen in a 
march toward the stars.

New Year To Bring Showdowns 


For Nixon's Administration 


WASHINGTON - The com­ 
ing new year will bring the 
first really critical tests, the 
first shoot-out showdowns, to 
the Nixon administration, and 
poignantly so on V i e t n a m . 
Contrary to a great deal of sol­ 
emn pro-and-con analyzing of 
the record to date, the fact is 
that 1969 has been more nearly 
a prolonged probationary peri­ 
od for the President than a 
time of crises met and mas­ 
tered. 
The. administration’s princi­ 
pal achievement in the old 
year has been simply to mark 
out the path of its purposes 
and to set its tone. It has been 
only the overture to the opera, 
only the prologue to a book 
that is yet to be written. 
To be sure, some of Mr. Nix­ 
on's 
more generalized 
cam ­ 
paign pledges have in fact al­ 
ready been fulfilled. That low­ 
ering 
of 
the national 
voice 
which he promised is now a 
reality. The o b j e c t i v e of 
“ bringing us together” has. to 
a considerably lesser degree, 
been vindicated — although in 
this case the process has been 
confined only to a concurrent 
majority of the conservative 
middle with the consequence 
of further alienation of the lib­ 
eral left. 


THE NET OF IT is that the 
President has indeed created a 
large constituency, in purely 
political and in possibly tran­ 
sient terms, which has given 
him a breathing space and 
which in a temperate sort of 
way wishes him well. 
Because of his own carefully 
modulated words and actions 
and because of the rarely ex­ 
am pled current disarray of a 
Democratic party led mainly 
by shouting doctrinarles who 
influence only each other, he 
is today in a very strong posi­ 
tion 
as 
against 
the 
distant 
prospect of the 1972 presiden­ 
tial election. As of today, no 
rational observer would give 
the Democrats more than the 
thinnest of chances to overturn 
the president in 1972. 
Still, the operative point is 
that the period of grace grant­ 
ed to the President is running 
out with the old year, and 
from now on he will be on his 
own in a way he has not yet 
known. Of the three transcen­ 
dental problems before him, 
two — violence in its various 
forms and inflation — are no­ 
where near a solution. And the 
third — the Vietnam War — is 


far less close to a solution than 
the public seems to suppose. 


FOR THE FAILURE to date 
really to engage crim e, the 
Democratic congress is on bal­ 
ance the responsible agency. 
Ditto as to the reality of a 
still-unchecked inflation. 
On Vietnam, however, the 
buck must stop at the desk of 
the President himself. That he 
has done to date as well as he 
has done, in a most complex 
and risky policy of slow disen­ 
gagement intended simultane­ 
ously to avoid an American 
defeat and to placate antiwar- 
ism here at home, is in itself 
something of a miracle. 
Thus far, he has managed to 
keep all but the most extreme 
of doves off his back by the 
simple circumstance that he 
is. after all, withdrawing some 
of our troops. Thus far he has 
managed to keep all but the 
extreme hawks off his back by 
the circumstance that he has 
not, after all, reduced to the 
point of true danger the totali­ 
ty of American military power 
in Vietnam. 


And yet two sullen and fun­ 
damental 
truths 
still 
abide. 
The first of these is that the 
President’s hopes for an hon­ 
est negotiated settlement have 
patently come to nothing. The 
second is that the enemy in 
the field is showing no sign of 
a willingness to de-escalate his 
own military actions. 


IN SHORT, nothing whatev­ 
er has changed in the deep 
and substantive facts of life in 
this war, except in the sense 
that the President has been 
able to 
buy 
some 
time 
in 
which to try to deal with a 
stony dilemma that is no less 
hard than when he entered of­ 
fice. Clearly, with congression­ 
al elections in the offing, he 
will not wish in 1970 to aban­ 
don disengagement in favor of 
more American military com­ 
mitment. It may be, however, 
that the unalterable realities 
will not yield to his wishes. 


It may be. indeed, that be­ 
fore the new year has run its 
course he may have been com­ 
pelled either to widen the war 
or in substance to concede a 
bankruptcy of the American 
commitment 
to 
South 
Viet­ 
nam. This is why it is that all 
that has thus far happened in 
his administration is only ten­ 
tative and 
introductory: 
the 
high-noon 
decisions 
still 
lie 
ahead.

Grim Outlook For The 1970s: 


Computers Starving For Data 


WASHINGTON - One of the 
m ajor problems we face in the 
1970s is that so many comput­ 
ers will be built in the next 
decade that there will be a 
shortage of data to feed them. 


Prof. 
Heinrich 
Applebaum, 
director of the Computer Pro­ 
liferation Center at Grogbot- 
tom, has voiced concern about 
the crisis and has urged a 
crash p r o g r a m to produce 
enough data to get our com­ 
puters through the Seventies. 


“ We didn’t realize.” the pro­ 
fessor told me, “ that comput­ 
ers would absorb so much in­ 
formation in such a fast period 
of time. But if our figures are 
correct, every last bit of data 
in the world will have been fed 
into a machine by Jan. 
12, 
1976, and an information fam ­ 
ine would follow, which could 
spread across the world.”

“ IS THERE ANY solution, 
professor?” 
“ New sources of data must 
be f o u n d . The government 


must 
expand, 
and 
involved 
studies must be thought up to 
make use of the computers’ 
talents. The scientific commu­ 
nity, instead of trying to solve 
p r o b l e m s with computers, 
must work on finding prob­ 
lems 
for 
the 
computers 
to 
solve.” 
“ Even it the scientists really 
don't want the answers?” 
“Naturally. 
T h e scientific 
community invented the com­ 
puter. Now it must find ways 
of feeding it. 


“ IS THERE ANY hope that 
the government will wake up 
to the data famine in tim e?” 
“ We have a program ready 
to go as soon as the bureau­ 
crats in Washington give us 
the word. We are recommend­ 
ing that no computer can be 
plugged more than three hours 
a day. 
“ We are also asking the gov­ 
ernment for $50 billion to set 
up data manufacturing plants 
all over the country. This data 
mixed with soy beans could 
feed hundreds of thousands of 
computer families for months. 
“And finally we are advocat­ 
ing a birth control program 
for computers. By forcing a 
computer to swallow a bit of 
erroneous 
information, 
w e 
could make it sterile forever, 
and it would be impossible for 
it to reproduce any more of its 
kind.”

How Old Is Your Pet? 
F i g u r i n g a dog’s or cat’s age in 
terms of human years is a tricky busi­ 
ness. The c o m m o n notion that one 
year of a dog’s age is equal to seven 
human years has a l w a y s seemed 
wrong to us. The oldest dog on record 
lived 34 years, which works out at 238 
years or twice the recorded age of any 
human. 
In the December issue of Natural 


History, David P. Willoughby presents 
some formulas which he has worked 
out. Here they are for the dog, the cat 
and the horse: 
A dog’s age equals .333 of a man's 
age minus 5.5 years. A cat’s age is .385 
of a man’s age m i n u s 7.0 years. A 
horse's age is .406 of a man’s age mi­ 
nus 3.5 years. 


The Decade Of Obfuscation 
The 1960s, which certainly must go 
down as the Turbulent Sixties, might 
also be called the Decade of Obfusca­ 
tion. 
At no time has there been so much 
talk about “communication” as in the 
decade which now is rapidly moving to 
its close.

The object lesson of life and 
experience is: Don’t run!

They 
look at themselves instead of 
into themselves and seek to 
please other tastes because 
they have lost taste in them­ 
selves and have a second-hand 
life, with little i n d i v i d u a l 
uniqueness and originality. 
THERE ARE MANY sec- 
on d -h a n d men walking the 
streets because they fail to de­ 
fine themselves, to a f f i r m 
themselves, to tunein on them­ 
selves. They run like the pro­ 
verbial man in the ad, who is 
a bundle of energy without 
direction, because a spring is 
hooked on to his back and he’s 
all wound up in exploding ve­ 
locity. We recognize such men 
in Oscar Wilde's description 
when he says: “Most people 
are other peopl e. Their 
thoughts are someone else’s 
opinions, their lives a mimic­ 
ry, their passions, a quota­ 
tion.” 
The timorous soul, shrinking 
from fear of getting to know 
and confront himself, is devoid 
of courage to relate and min­ 
gle with others and is captive 
of a house of bondage in which 
strangers reside — outer im­ 
ages, strange gods, imitation 
characters. 
THERE IS a legitimate and 
healthy struggle within us in 
our duality of being.

WASHINGTON — The com­ 
ing new year will bring the 
first really critical tests, the 
first shoot-out showdowns, to 
the Nixon administration, and 
poignantly so on V i e t n a m. 
Contrary to a great deal of sol­ 
emn pro-and-con analyzing of 
the record to date, the fact is 
that 1969 has been more nearly 
a prolonged probationary peri­ 
od for the President than a 
time of crises met and mas­ 
tered. 
The administration’s princi­ 
pal achievement in the old 
year' has been simply to mark 
out the path of its purposes 
and to set its tone. It has been 
only fte overture to the opera, 
only the prologue to a book 
that is yet to be written. 
To be sure, some of Mr. Nix­ 
on’s more generalized cam­ 
paign pledges have in fact al­ 
ready been, fulfilled... That low­ 
ering of the national voice 
which he promised is now a 
reality. The o b j e c t i v e of 
“bringing us together” has. to 
a considerably lesser degree, 
been vindicated — although in 
this case the process has been 
confined only to a concurrent 
majority of the conservative 
middle with the consequence 
of further alienation of the lib­ 
eral left. 
THE NET OF IT is that the 
President has indeed created a 
large constituency, in purely 
political and in possibly tran­ 
sient terms, which has given 
him a breathing space and 
which in a températe sort of 
way wishes him well. 
Because of his own carefully 
modulated words and actions 
and because of the rarely ex­ 
empted current disarray of a 
Democratic party led mainly 
by shouting doctrinarles who 
influence only each other, he 
is tod,ay in. a very strong posi­ 
tion as against the distant 
prospect of the 1972 presiden­ 
tial election... .As of today, no 
rational observer would give 
the Democrats more than the 
thinnest of chances to overturn, 
the president in 1972. 
Still, the operative point is 
that the period of grace grant­ 
ed to the President is running 
out with the old year, and 
from now on he will be on his 
own in a way he has not yet 
known. Of the three transcen­ 
dental problems before him, 
two — violence in its various 
forms and inflation — are no­ 
where near a solution. And the 


WASHINGTON - One of the 
major problems we face in the 
1970s is that so many comput­ 
ers will be built in the next 
decade that there will be a 
shortage of data to feed them. 
Prof. Heinrich Applebaum, 
director of the Computer Pro­ 
liferation Center at Grogbot- 
tom, has voiced concern about 
the crisis and has urged a 
crash p r o g r a m to produce 
enough data to get our com­ 
puters through the Seventies. 
“'We didn’t realize,” the pro­ 
fessor told me, “that comput­ 
ers would absorb so much in­ 
formation. in such a fast period 
of time. But if our figures are 
correct, every last bit of data 
in. tb,e world will have been fed 
into a machine by Jan. 12, 
1976, and an information fam­ 
ine would follow, which could, 
spread across the world.” 
“IT SOUNDS serious,” I 
said. 
“It is serious,” he replied. 
“Man has created his own 
monster. He never realized 
when he invented the comput­ 
er that there would not be 
enough, statistics to feed it. 
Even now, there are some 
computers starving to death 
because there is no informa­ 
tion to put into them. At the 
same time, the birth rate of 
computers is increasing by 30 
per cent a year. Barring some 
sort of worldwide holocaust, 
we may soon have to find data 
for 30 million computers with 
new ones being born every 
day.” 
“You make it sound so 
frightening.” 
“It is frightening,” Profes­ 
sor Applebaum said. “The new 
generation of computers is 
more sophisticated than the 
older generation, and the com­ 
puters will refuse to remain 
idle just because there is noth­ 
ing to compute, analyze or cal­ 
culate. Left to their own de­ 
vices, the Lord only knows 
what they will do.” 
“IS THERE ANY solution, 
professor?” 
“New sources of data must 
be found. The government 


far less close to a solution than 
the public seems to suppose. 
FOR THE FAILURE to date 
really to engage crime, the 
Democratic congress is on bal­ 
ance toe responsible agency.

something of a miracle. 
Thus far, he has managed to 
keep all but the most extreme 
of doves off his back by the 
simple circumstance that hé 
is, after all, withdrawing some 
of our troops. Thus far he has 
managed to keep all but the 
extreme hawks off his back by 
the circumstance that he has 
not, after all, reduced to the 
point of true danger the totali­ 
ty of American military power 
.in Vietnam. 
And yet two sullen and fun­ 
damental truths still abide. 
The first of these is that the 
President’s hopes for an hon­ 
est negotiated settlement have 
patently come to nothing... The 
second is that the enemy in 
the field is showing no sign of 
a willingness to de-escalate his 
own military actions. 
IN SHORT, nothing whatev­ 
er has changed in the deep 
and substantive facts of life in 
this war, except in the sen^e 
that the President has 'been 
able to buy some time in 
which to try to deal with a 
stony dilemma that is no less 
hard than when he entered of­ 
fice. Clearly, with congression­ 
al elections in the offing, he 
will not wish in 1970 to aban­ 
don disengagement in favor of 
more American military com­ 
mitment. It may be, however, 
that the unalterable realities 
will not yield to his wishes. 
It may be, indeed, that be­ 
fore the new year has run its 
course he may have been com­ 
pelled either to widen the war 
or in substance to concede a 
bankruptcy of the American 
commitment to South Viet­ 
nam. This is why it is that all 
that has thus far happened in 
his administration is only ten­ 
tative and introductory: the 
high-noon decisions still lie 
ahead.

Alaska Oil: Billion-Dollar Gamble 


ANCHORAGE, 
Alaska 
(AP) 


— No one — not even the oil 
companies who bet close to a 


billion dollars on it recently — 
is certain of the m agnitude of 
the oil lying beneath Alaska’s 
north slope area. 
But the companies are sure 
enough that they have come 
close to matching what they 
paid for oil field lease rights 
with a $900-million pool to build 
a pipeline to help get the black 
gold out of Alaska. With an esti­ 
m ated $ 1 0 billion- $ 1 0 0 billion in 
oil profits at stake, they figure 
it’s worth every penny. 


By far, the largest problem 
facing oil prospectors is not 
how to get the oil, but how to 
bring it back. Last summer, 
Standard Oil outfitted a huge 
supertanker with 
a 
special 


ice-breaking bow and sent it 
to ram through the ice-choked 
Northwest P a s s a g e across 
northern Canada. 


The project proved it was fea­ 
sible for ice-braking tankers to 
get to northern Alaska and back 
— at least in the sum m er — but 
the problem of getting the oil 
from

has not been solved, except on 
paper.

What Was This Jesus Of Nazareth Really Like?

What was he really like, this 


Jesus of Nazareth whose birth 
the world is celebrating during 
the 12 days of Christmastide? 


Although his name is familiar 
to nearly everyone—so familiar 
it 
has 
become 
a 
casual 
expletive—the 
man 
himself 
remains, for many, a shadowy 
figure. 


Even those who worship him 
as Lord and Savior are 
in 
perpetuar danger of forgetting 
that Jesus—whatever else he 
may have been—was fully and 
authentically human. 
From the earliest days of the 
Church until now. there has 
been a tendency among pious 
folk to feel that it is somehow a 
little blasphemous to speak of 
Jesus as a man who got tired 


and sweaty, hungry and discou­ 
raged, lonely and 
frightened, 


even as other men do. 
But the slighting of Jesus' 
humanity is not piety: 
it is 
heresy, and has been so labeled 
by the church since the Council 
of Chalcedon in 451 A. D. 


One 
thing 
we 
can 
say 
positively about the man Jesus 
is that he was a rear person 
who lived and taught and died 
in Palestine about 2.000 years 
ago. 
Every 
now 
and 
then, 
someone comes ' up with the 
notion that Jesus was a purely 
mythical figure, like Hercules 
or 
Beowulf. 
But 
this 
won't 
wash. There are references to 
Jesus 
not 
only 
in 
Christian 
literature but also in Roman 
and 
Jewish 
histories. 
“ No 
r e p u t a b l e historian today 
doubts the existence of Jesus" 
savs Prof. John Knox. 


The New Teastament gospels, 
which are our main source of 
information about Jesus, 
are 
not 
full - length 
biographies. 
They are more like magazine 
profiles. They give us a vivid 
picture 
of 
Jesus, 
largely 
through a succession of anec­ 
dotes, but they do not contain a 
great 
amount 
of 
connected 
narrative. And they omit many 
details which a modern biogra­ 
pher w'ouM include as a matter 
of course. 
For example, none of the 
gospels gives a physical de­ 
scription of Jesus. The thou­ 
sands of “ portraits” of Jesus 
which 
have 
b e e n 
painted 
through the centuries are based 
entirely 
on 
inference 
and 
artistic imagination. 
It 
can 
be 
inferred, 
with 
confidence, that Jesus was a 
tall man—because gospel anec­ 
dotes 
reveal 
he 
was 
easily 


spotted in crowds. It also is 
virtually certain that he wore 
long 
hair 
and 
a 
beard, 
as 
nearly all male Jews did in his 
day. 
We know much more about 
his 
personality 
than 
we 
do 
about 
his 
appearance. 
The 
gospels make clear that he was 
capable both of great toughness 
and great tenderness. He was 
courageous in his confrontations 
with the rich and the mighty, 
compassionate in his dealings 
with the poor and the weak. No 
matter how weary or harassed 
he was, he never retired into a 
shell of self-concern. He always 
cared. 
Although his sensitivity to the 
needs of others made him share 
the misery of every suffering 
person he encountered, he was 
not essentially a sad person. On 
the contrary, 
he 
radiated 
a 
contagious happiness—a sense 


of the sheer joy of living. 
Some people have gotten the 
notion—perhaps from our Puri­ 
tan forebears—that Jesus was a 
dour ascetic who disdained such 
normal 
human 
pleasures 
as 
social 
activities. 
But 
the 
gospers report just the opposite. 
Jesus loved a good party-and 
was a much sought-after dinner 
guest. His appreciation of good 
food and good wine was so 
evident 
that 
the 
strait-laced 
Pharisees scornfully referred to 
him as “ a glutton and wine- 
bibber.” 
But pleasure was never a 
major preoccupation of Jesus’ 
life. 
He 
was 
too 
deeply 
concerned about the welfare of 
others to give much thought to 
his own comfort. In the phrase 
which the modern police blotter 
reserves for vagrants, he had 
“ no 
fixed 
address” 
and 
no 
regular income. 
He accepted 


such hospitality as was offered 
him during his itinerant minis­ 
try, and was perfectly willing, 
when necessary, to go without 
supper and sleep in the open 
fields. 
Perhaps 
the 
worst 
insult 
which 
people 
unintentionally 
direct at Jesus is to think of 
him as “ meek and mild.” 
Actually, 
he was 
just 
the 
opposite. He was a bold and 
outspoken 
man 
who 
rebelled 
against convention and tram­ 
pled heavily on the tenderest 
corns of the establishment. 


If you define “ radical ’ with 
Webster's dictionary as “ one 
who 
favors 
fundamental 
or 
was the greatest radical of all 
time. 


Other 
revolutionaries 
have 
sought 
only 
to 
shake 
up 
political and economic systems. 
Jesus turned upside down the 


whole value system by which 


the world lives. 
He said it is better to give 


than to receive, better to love 
than to be loved, better to suffer 
wrongs than to seek revenge, 
better to be poor and humble 
than to be rich and proud, 
better to die trusting in the 
ultimate vindication of God's 
righteousness than to live with 
a craven compromise. 
Jesus 
can 
be 
worshipped, 
loved, 
admired, 
rejected 
or 
hated. But he cannot easily be 
ignored. After 20 centuries, his 
radically 
unselfish 
life 
style 
remains a challenge to which 
each of us sooner or later must 
respond in some way. 
Because it reminds us of that 
challenge, Christmas can never 
become entirely pagan, howev­ 
er hard our culture works to 
make it so.

What Was This Jesus Of Nazareth Really Like?

What was he really like, this 
Jesus of Nazareth whose birth 
the world is celebrating during 
the 12 days of Christmastide? 
Although his name is familiar 
to nearly everyone—so familiar 
it 
has 
become 
a 
casual 
expletive—the 
man 
himself 
remains, for many, a shadowy 
figure. 


Even those who worship him 
as Lord and Savior are 
in 
perpetuar danger of forgetting 
that Jesus—whatever else he 
may have been—was fully and 
authentically human. 
From the earliest days of the 
Church until now. there has 
been a tendency among pious 
folk to feel that it is somehow a 
little blasphemous to speak of 
Jesus as a man who got tired 


and sweaty, hungry and discou­ 
raged, lonely and frightened, 


even as other men do. 
But the slighting of Jesus’ 
humanity is not piety: 
it is 
heresy, and has been so labeled 
by the church since the Council 
of Chalcedon in 451 A. D. 


One 
thing 
we 
can 
say 
positively about the man Jesus 
is that he was a rear person 
who lived and taught and died 
in Palestine about 2,000 years 
ago. 
Every 
now 
and 
then, 
someone comes ' up with the 
notion that Jesus was a purely 
mythical figure, like Hercules 
or 
Beowulf. 
But 
this 
won't 
wash. There are references to 
Jesus 
not 
only 
in 
Christian 
literature but also in Roman 
and 
Jewish 
histories. 
“ No 
r e p u t a b l e historian today 
doubts the existence of Jesus,” 
savs Prof. John Knox. 


The New Teastament gospels, 
which are our main source of 
information about Jesus, 
are 
not 
full - length 
biographies. 
They are more like magazine 
profiles. They give us a vivid 
picture 
of 
Jesus, 
largely 
through a succession of anec­ 
dotes, but they do not contain a 
great 
amount 
of 
connected 
narrative. And they omit many 
details which a modern biogra­ 
pher would include as a matter 
of course. 
For example, none of the 
gospels gives a physical de­ 
scription of Jesus. The thou­ 
sands of “ portraits” of Jesus 
which 
have 
b e e n 
painted 
through the centuries are based 
entirely 
on 
inference 
and 
artistic imagination. 
It 
can 
be 
inferred, 
with 
confidence, that Jesus was a 
tall man—because gospel anec­ 
dotes 
reveal 
he 
was 
easily 


spotted in crowds. It also is 
virtually certain that he wore 
long hair 
and a 
beard, 
as 
nearly all mare Jews did in his 
day. 
We know much more about 
his 
personality 
than 
we 
do 
about 
his 
appearance. 
The 
gospels make clear that he was 
capable both of great toughness 
and great tenderness. He was 
courageous in his confrontations 
with the rich and the mighty, 
compassionate in his dealings 
with the poor and the weak. No 
matter how weary or harassed 
he was, he never retired into a 
shell of self-concern. He always 
cared. 
Although his sensitivity to the 
needs of others made him share 
the misery of every suffering 
person he encountered, he was 
not essentially a sad person. On 
the contrary, 
he 
radiated a 
contagious happiness—a sense 


of the sheer joy of living. 
Some people have gotten the 
notion—perhaps from our Puri­ 
tan forebears—that Jesus was a 
dour ascetic who disdained such 
normal human 
pleasures 
as 
social 
activities. 
But 
the 
gospds report just the opposite. 
Jesus loved a good party-and 
was a much sought-after dinner 
guest. His appreciation of good 
food and good wine was so 
evident that 
the 
strait-laced 
Pharisees scornfully referred to 
him as “ a glutton and wine- 
bibber.” 
But pleasure was never a 
major preoccupation of Jesus’ 
life. 
He 
was 
too 
deeply 
concerned about the welfare of 
others to give much thought to 
his own comfort. In the phrase 
which the modern police blotter 
reserves for vagrants, he had 
“ no 
fixed 
address” 
and 
no 
regular income. He accepted 


such hospitality as was offered 
him during his itinerant minis­ 
try, and was perfectly willing, 
when necessary, to go without 
supper and sleep in the open 
fields. 
Perhaps 
the 
worst 
insult 
which 
people 
unintentionally 
direct at Jesus is to think of 
him as “ meek and mild.” 
Actually, 
he was just the 
opposite. He was a bold and 
outspoken 
man 
who rebelled 
against convention and tram­ 
pled heavily on the tenderest 
corns of the establishment. 


If you define “ radical” with 
Webster's dictionary as “ one 
who 
favors 
fundamental 
or 
was the greatest radical of all 
time. 


Other 
revolutionaries 
have 
sought 
only 
to 
shake 
up 
political and economic systems. 
Jesus turned upside down the 


whole value system by which 


the world lives. 
He said it is better to give 


than to receive, better to love 
than to be loved, better to suffer 
wrongs than to seek revenge, 
better to be poor and humble 
than to be rich and proud, 
better to die trusting in the 
ultimate vindication of God's 
righteousness than to live with 
a craven compromise. 
Jesus 
can 
be 
worshipped, 
loved, 
admired, 
rejected 
or 
hated. But he cannot easily be 
ignored. After 20 centuries, his 
radically 
unselfish 
life 
style 
remains a challenge to which 
each of us sooner or later must 
respond in some way. 
Because it reminds us of that 
challenge, Christmas can never 
become entirely pagan, howev­ 
er hard our culture works to 
make it so.

A Quiet Holiday 
Season For Many

NEW YORK i AP) - Some 
people 
aren’t celebrating the 
Christmas season as usual this 
year, but they are concentrat­ 
ing on the basic theme of its 
origin—peace on earth.

That was the hallowed mes­ 
sage proclaimed at the birth of

It also urged that no war toys 
oe given as Christmas gifts to 
children.

in a world of so much distress 
and poverty.

The game, designed to help 
well-to-do families understand 
the difficulties of living on wel­ 
fare. lasted one week. The 120 
participating families were told 
to try to live on their allotments 
which provided 11 cents per 
meal per person. In addition, 
they were mailed “ Chance” and 
“ C o m m u n i t y Chest” cards, 
some of which caused extra 
hardships and some of which 
gave advice. 


Among t hose participating 
were 21 state legislators. Mis­ 
souri ranks 44th in welfare allot­ 
ments. 
The 
“ Chance” card Nancy 
Wagner got from the “ Monopoly 
Welfare Office” told her she 
was being denied Aid to De­ 
pendent Children funds because 
case workers had seen a man 
enter her house, violating wel­ 
fare rules. 
The game started last Sunday 
with a church “ banquet” of 
spoonfuls of rice, beans, and 
gelatin, cornbread and coffee. 
James H. Sporleder, director of 
the game, said players were to 
record as “ stolen” any food con­ 
sumed over the 11 cents per 


portion limit, “ the base amount 


allowed under aid to dependent 


children rules.” 


Women actually on welfare 
advised the players they were 
embarking 
on 
an 
impossible 
task. These recipients served as 
telephone-answering case work­ 
ers when the players fell into 
such traps as having their wel­ 
fare checks cut off. 


“ From their own experience 
they know how to turn on the 
frustration,” Sporleder said of 
the women. Some advice includ­ 
ed: “ Don’t have so many ba­ 
bies,” and “ Try the Salvation 
Army,” at times when the office 
was closed.

What Was This Jesus Of Nazareth Really Like?

What was he really like, this 
Jesus of Nazareth whose birth 
the world is celebrating during 
the 12 days of Christmastide? 
Although his name is familiar 
to nearly everyone—so familiar 
it 
has 
become 
a 
casual 
expletive—the 
man 
himself 
remains, for many, a shadowy 
figure. 
Even those who worship him 
as Lord and Savior are in 
perpetuar danger of forgetting 
that Jesus—whatever else he 
may have been—was fully and 
authentically human. 
From the earliest days of the 
Church until now, there has 
been a tendency among pious 
folk to feel that it is somehow a 
little blasphemous to speak of 
Jesus as a man who got tired 


and sweaty, hungry and discou­ 
raged, lonely and frightened, 
even as other men do. 
But the slighting of Jesus' 
humanity is not piety: it is 
heresy, and has been so labeled 
by the church since the Council 
of Chalcedon in 451 A. D. 


One 
thing 
we 
can 
say 
positively about the man Jesus 
is that he was a rear person 
who lived and taught and died 
in Palestine about 2,000 years 
ago. 
Every 
now 
and 
then, 
someone comes ' up with the 
notion that Jesus was a purely 
mythical figure, like Hercules 
or 
Beowulf. 
But 
this 
won’t 
wash. There are references to 
Jesus not only in Christian 
literature but also in Roman 
and 
Jewish 
histories. 
“ No 
r e p u t a b l e historian today 
doubts the existence of Jesus,” 
says Prof. John Knox. 


The New Teastament gospels, 
which are our main source of 
information about Jesus, are 
not 
full - length 
biographies. 
They are more like magazine 
profiles. They give us a vivid 
picture 
of 
Jesus, 
largely 
through a succession of anec­ 
dotes, but they do not contain a 
great 
amount 
of 
connected 
narrative. And they omit many 
details which a modern biogra­ 
pher would include as a matter 
oí course. 
For example, none of the 
gospels gives a physical de­ 
scription of Jesus. The thou­ 
sands of “portraits” of Jesus 
which 
have 
b e e n 
painted 
through the centuries are based 
entirely 
on 
inference 
and 
artistic imagination. 
It 
can 
'be 
inferred, 
with 
confidence, that Jesus was a 
tall man—because gospel anec­ 
dotes 
reveal he 
was 
easily 


spotted in crowds. It also is 
virtually certain that he wore 
long hair and a heard, 
as 
nearly all male Jews did in his 
day. 
We know much more about 
his personality 
than 
we 
do 
about 
his 
appearance. 
The 
gospels make clear that he was 
capable both of great toughness 
and great tenderness. He was 
courageous in his confrontations 
with the rich and the mighty, 
compassionate in his dealings 
with the poor and the weak. No 
matter how weary or harassed 
he was, he never retired into a 
shell of self-concern. He always 
cared. 
Although his sensitivity to the 
needs of others made him share 
the misery of every suffering 
person he encountered, he was 
not essentially a sad person. On 
the contrary, he radiated a 
contagious happiness—a sense 


of the sheer joy of living. 
Some people have gotten the 
notion—perhaps from our Puri­ 
tan forebears—that Jesus was a 
dour ascetic who disdained such 
normal 
human 
pleasures 
as 
social 
activities. 
But 
the 
gospels report just the opposite... 
Jesus loved a good party-and 
was a much sought-after dinner 
guest. His appreciation of good 
food and good wine was so 
evident 
that 
the 
strait-laced 
Pharisees scornfully referred to 
him as “a glutton and wine- 
bibber.” 
But pleasure was never a 
major preoccupation of Jesus’ 
life. 
He 
was 
too 
deeply 
concerned about the welfare of 
others to' give much thought to 
his own. comfort. In the phrase 
which, the modern, police blotter 
reserves for vagrants, he had 
"no 
fixed 
address” 
and 
no 
regular income. He accepted 


such hospitality as was offered 
him during his itinerant minis­ 
try, and was perfectly willing, 
when necessary, to go without 
supper and sleep in the open 
fields. 
Perhaps 
the 
worst 
Insult 
which 
people 
unintentionally 
direct at Jesus is to think of 
him as “ meek and mild.” 
Actually, he was just the 
opposite. He was a bold and 
outspoken man who rebelled 
against convention and tram­ 
pled heavily on the tenderest 
corns of the establishment. 


If you define “radical” with 
Webster’s dictionary as “one 
who 
favors 
fundamental 
or 
was the greatest radical of all 
time. 
Other 
revolutionaries 
have 
sought 
only 
to 
shake 
up 
political and economic systems. 
Jesus turned upside down the 


whole value system by which 
the world lives. 
He said it is better to give 
than to receive, better to love 
than to be loved, better to suffer 
wrongs than to seek revenge, 
better to lie poor and humble 
than to be rich and proud, 
better to die trusting in the 
ultimate vindication of God’s 
righteousness than to live with 
a craven compromise, 
Jesus 
can 
be 
worshipped, 
loved, 
admired, 
rejected 
or 
hated. But he cannot easily be 
ignored. After 20 centuries, his 
radically 
unselfish 
life 
style 
remains a challenge to which 
each of us sooner or later must 
respond in some way. 
Because it reminds us of that 
challenge, Christmas can never 
become entirely pagan, howev­ 
er hard our culture works to 
make it so.

A Time And Place To Propose 


London Express Service 


LONDON — Most marriage 
proposals are made in the back 
of a parked car. The next most 
popular place is the back row 
of a movie or theater, then the 
girl’s house, on the beach, in a 
restaurant, 
while 
having a 
drink back at his place, while 
out walking, aboard public 
transportation, at v a r i o u s 
sports meetings or in church. 
For this invaluable sociologi­ 
cal information we are indebt­ 
ed to a Swedish survey team. 


THERE IS, of course, al­ 
ways the chance of a proposal 
in an unlikely place, as when 
Nikolai Lehmann wanted to 
put the question to his girl 
f r i e n d , Magda Gerav. He 
chalked “ Will you marry m e°" 
on the ground at a busy Hel­ 
sinki road junction. She was 
wed to him when he came out 
of the hospital, for he was 
knocked down and injured by 
a car as he chalked the pro­ 
posal. 
Highly bizarre was the cul­ 
mination of the courtship of a 
young English airman as he 
stood on a stage before more 
than a thousand people at a 
holiday camp. He had been 
carrying the ring around in his 
pocket for some time but was 
too shy to propose. 
A comedian in the show who 
knew him decided that bold­ 
ness was best. He shoved the 
airman through a door — and 
the wooer found himself on 
stage.- The comedian called the 
girl up from the audience and 
prodded 
the youth towards 
her. ‘'Haven't you something 
to say?” 
“ Will you m a r r y me?” 
asked the b l u s h i n g youth. 
“ Yes” she murmured. 
The 
couple kissed. Curtain. Stormy 
applause. 


IN LIVING memory court­ 
ship was an elaborate business 
— the sly p r e s s u r e of a 
h a n d . . . .“ M a y I call you 
Mavis?” — a furtive kiss be­ 
fore or after the first movie 
visit . . . gradually moving to­ 
wards that crucial appraisal of 
the young man by the girl's 
father and mother.

the young man was delicately 
sounded about his prospects. 
There was an enormous lot 
of palaver even before the full 
tide of red roses and choco­ 
lates — and the further back 
in history the more the affi­ 
anced ones as the etiquette 
books c a l l e d them were 
hemmed in. Even when the 
chaperone was being forgot-

BUT THE ANSWER was 
usually “ yes.”

She might even faint with 
emotion — and so the thought­ 
ful and canny lover would have 
the smelling salts ready. The

and many wives treasured all 
their lives the dainty square of 
fabric on which they wiped 
away their joyous tears mark­ 
ing the occasion which the old- 
time romantic novelists used 
to call “ lighting a thousand 
candles in her heart.” 
Gifts of locks of hair and po­ 
etic love letters still mark 
courtship in many Latin coun­ 
tries. but in the permissive 
lands much of this has disap­ 
peared.

In a 
British survey of nearly 600 
persons of all social classes 
aged 16 to 30 contemplating 
matrimony the down-to-earth 
attitude prevailed. 


A girl librarian aged 29 said, 
“ The first time I saw him I 
thought — that will do.” A 21- 
year-old receptionist said, “ I 
felt that he looked interesting: 
the beard and glasses in­ 
trigued me.” A 22-year-old 
printer summed up his fiancee 
— “ She kissed good, she had a 
fabulous pair of legs, and she 
gave me some chips.” 


A 21-YEAR-OLD display art­ 
ist said of his beloved, “ She 
has a nice nature — she com­ 
pares favorably with her moth­ 
er.” The highest praise of a 
23-year-old 
shorthand 
typist 
was, “ He treats me as a 
woman, not as a sack of po­ 
tatoes.” And a 20-year-old stu­ 
dent obviously found a mother- 
figure in his financee — “ She 
is very comforting.” 
Half the girls living at home 
are likely to marry the first 
eligible man proposing to them 
— but only one-third of the 
girls living away from home 
do so. This is a situation gen­ 
erally in the Anglo-Saxon coun­ 
tries, with no parallel in the 
Latin lands, where compara­ 
tively few girls leave home, 
f a m i l i e s are together and 
courtship amd marriage pat­ 
terns are essentially matters 
of f a m i l y arrangement. In 
northern Europe and in North 
America the conception of a 
courtship as an essential stage 
in the union of families would 
not be popular: All the tenden­ 
cy today is toward complete 
freedom of choice and behav­ 
ior. 
But life is made fairly easy 
for all western couples, in 
great contrast to China — 
where one couple were recent­ 
ly reported to have spent their 
honeymoon collecting manure 
lor the state. Their effort was 
quite serious: they had no

Article XI, Section 1, of the 
charter says: 


“The school departm ent of the 
Cfty of San Rafael shall com­ 
prise all the schools within the 
City of San Rafael, the San Ra­ 
fael School District, and all ter­ 
ritory that is now or may here­ 
after be annexed thereto for 
school purposes. . . . It shall 
consist of elem entary and sec­ 
ondary schools as now estab­ 
lished or that may hereafter be 
established, and may, at the dis­ 
cretion of the board of educa­ 
tion, include technical, indus­ 
trial.

DRAMA REVIEW 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 
(Second in a series) 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation, unlike any other school 
board in Marin, is a part of city 
government. 


This comes about because 
the city charter, adopted in 
1912, sets up an educational 
department. 


Article XI, Section 1, of the 
charter says: 


“The school department of the 
City of San Rafael shall com­ 
prise all the schools within the 
City of San Rafael, the San Ra­ 
fael School District, and all ter­ 
ritory that is now or may here­ 
after be annexed thereto for 
school purposes. . . . It shall 
consist of elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools as now estab­ 
lished or that may hereafter be 
established, and may, at the dis­ 
cretion of the board of educa­ 
tion, include technical, indus­ 
trial. kinder^rten and night 
schools; p r o v i d e d , that no 
school money shall be used for 
technical, industrial 
or night 
schools or kindergarten when 
such use would prevent the 
board of education from main­ 
taining elementary and second­ 
ary 
schools 
as provided 
by 
law.” 
Thus San Rafael once had 
what is now known as a “uni­ 
fied school district” — elemen­ 
tary and high schools within one 
systefn. 


This was turned into two 
districts, however, to permit 
i n c l u s i o n within the high 
school district of what were 
then the Novato. San Jose, 
Dixie, and San Quentin ele­ 
mentary school districts, in 
accord with a 1951 state law 
that required every elementa­ 
ry district to be part of a high 
school district. Unification and 
mergers have since eliminated 
all except the Divie district. 


Meanwhile, however, territory 
has been added to the San Ra­ 
fael Elementary School District 
(designated simply San Rafael 
School District when the high 
school district was made sepa­ 
rate). As a result, boundaries of 
both elementary and high school 
d i s t r i c t s vary greatly from 
boundaries of the city itself. 


Nevertheless, the San Ra­ 
fael Board of Education, set 
up under the city charter, re­ 
mains the governing board for 
b o t h elementary and high 
school districts. It is the only 
elective board in San Rafael 
city government besides the 
city council itself. 


The board of education has 
five members, serving four-year 
terms, who are elected in the 
same municipal elections with 
city councilmen. Residents of 
the school districts who live out­ 
side the city limits can vote for 
board of education members al­ 
though 
they cannot vote for 
mayor, city councilmen, city at­ 
torney. clerk, treasurer, or po­ 
lice chief. 


Except for being a branch 
of city government, the San 
Rafael Board of Education op­ 
erates like any other Califor­ 
nia school board. 


It sets tax rates for both e'e- 
mentary and high school dis­ 
tricts, subject only to the limita­ 
tions on general operating fund

SAN FRANCISCO - “ It isn’t 
the physicists’ fault that every 
brilliant idea ends up as a bomb 
these days,” says Dr. Edward 
Teller from the witness stand of 
“ In the Matter of J. Robert Op- 
penheimer,” which opened last 
night at the Curran. Much of 
this sometimes brilliant work by 
Heinar Kipphardt centers about 
the role (and potential guilt) of 
the scientist whose works be­ 
come killing agencies. 


An excellent production by 
the Repertory Theater of Lin­ 
coln Center brings several fa­ 
miliar Actors’ Workshop faces 
back to San Francisco, includ­ 
ing director Jules Irving. 


The play is based loosely upon 
the hearing held before the per­ 
sonnel security board of the At­ 
omic 
Energy Commission 
in 
1954 which resulted in the denial 
of Dr. Oppenheimer’s security 
clearance. Evidence used to ac­ 
cuse him of disloyalty is based 
upon occurrences which hap­ 
pened long before his original 
security approval. The differ­ 
ence was that the 1954 hearing 
came during the height of the 
McCarthy era, when, as a pro­ 
gram note says politely, “the 
late Sen. Joseph McCarthy ex­ 
erted great influence on the pol­ 
icies of our country.” 
Kipphardt, 
in 
juggling 
the 
procedures of the hearing for 
dramatic 
purposes, 
gives 
us 
Curtis Moffat Jr.. attorney for 
the AEC, as an acidulous prose­ 
cutor with tactics lifted right 
from the McCarthy files. Moffat 
(W. B. Brydon) continually at­ 
tacks Oppenheimer in the man­ 
ner of a district attorney seek­ 
ing a murder conviction. 


Oppenheimer, who f r e e l y 
admitted Communist associa­ 
tions prior to World War II, 
finds h i m s e l f pilloried for 
these admissions, and cruci­ 
fied for rnis avowal that the 
hydrogen bomb was not good 


for humanity 
— a view he 
adopted after the horror of Hi­ 
roshima. 


Perhaps the most significant 
line of the play comes from 
Teller, “ father of the H-bomb,” 
when he says, “ the discovery of 
facts by scientists is neither 
good nor bad. . .It is how they 
are used afterward.” 
But over and again, we are 
reminded that in star chamber 
proceedings such as this, guilt 
by association and conviction by 
accusation only are used to de­ 
stroy people. During the pro­ 
ceedings, Moffat accuses Oppen­ 
heimer of “ ideological treason.” 
In his final speech, Oppenhei­ 
mer questions whether perhaps 
he was guilty of this! 


The play is staged on a sim­ 
ple two-level set, and both of 
its two acts are preceded by 
films of the bombs — A and 
H. Irving keeps his actors 
moving with easy casualness, 
and what could become static 
never does. 


Oppenheimer is played with 
deep intensity by Paul Sparer, 
j who ends up as the only person 
! i n the hearing room with a 
I sense of humor, laughing much 
; of the time at his own downfall, 
and yet deeply affected by it. 
Others contributing much to 
the production’s excitement are 
| Philip Sterling with his frustrat­ 
ed defense attorney: Tom Ros- 
qui as an oily Security officer; 
Walter Abel as a more sympa­ 
thetic security officer; and Ray 
! Fry as physicist Jacob Leh- 


J mann, a brusque and sometimes 
I acid witness. Deserving special 
I mention are William Myers for 
j his delightful protrait of Ward. 
| V. Evans, the AEC board mem- 
| ber who voted to clear Oppen- 
! heimer, and Frederick Rolf for 
| his irritating Teller. 


“In the Matter of J. Robert 
‘ Oppenheimer” is the first sol- 


id hit that Lincoln Center Rep 
has had since the company

Workshop and became Man- 
battanized. It is a fine piece of 
theatrical craftsmanship, and 
an omen of good things to 
come.

Schools Under City Government

The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation, 'unlike any other school 
board in Marin, is a part of city 
government. 


This comes about because 


tbe city charter, adopted in 
1912, sets up an educational 
department. 


Article XI, Section 1, of the 
charter says: 
“The school department of the 
City of San Rafael shall com­ 
prise all the schools within the 
City of San Rafael, the San Ra­ 
fael School District, and all ter­ 
ritory that is now or may here­ 
after be annexed thereto for 
school purposes. . . . It shall 
consist of elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools as now estab­ 
lished or that may hereafter be 
established, and may, at the dis­ 
cretion of the board of educa­ 
tion, include technical, indus­ 
trial. kindergarten and night 
schools; p r o v i d e d , that no 
school money shall be used for 
technical, 
industrial or night 
schools or kindergarten when 
such use would prevent the 
board of education from main­ 
taining elementary and second­ 
ary’ schools 
as 
provided 
by 
law.” 
Thus San Rafael once had 
what is now known as a “uni­ 
fied school district” — elemen­ 
tary and high schools within one 
systefn. 


This was turned into two 


districts, however, to permit 
i n c l u s i o n within the high 
school district of what were 
then the Novato. San Jose, 
Dixie, and San Quentin ele­ 
mentary school districts, in 
accord with a 1951 state law 
that required every elementa­ 
ry district to be part of a high 
school district. Unification and 
mergers have since eliminated 
all except the Divie district.

This year, so far, 33 new man­ 
ufacturing enterprises making a 
variety of products have been 
established in the county. None 
is large, but all have growth po­ 
tential in a matter compatible 
with Marin’s characteristics and 
opportunities. 


STILL IN its infancy and in­ 
complete, Point Reyes National 
Seashore has become the most 
p o p u la r park in the county.

HOW HAS Marin’s economy 
performed in 1969? There are 
only a few indices available that

During the first six months 
this year, taxable retail sales 
were up 11.5 per cent over the 
like period in 1968. For the first 
quarter, the increase was 13.1 
per cent, second best in the Bay 
Area counties, and during the 
second quarter the volume was 
up 10.5 per cent or fourth best in 
the Bay Area. 


Several of the cities in Marin 
s howe d significant advances 
during the first half of the year. 
Larkspur’s taxable retail vol­ 
ume was up 48.2 per cent; Mill 
Valley, 26.4 per cent, and Nova­ 
to. 21.9 per cent. San Rafael, 
which did 44.1 per cent of the 
county-wide total, had an in­ 
crease of 13.7 per cent.

THE TOTAL value of building 
p e r m i t s during the first 11 
months is 19.1 per cent better 
than in the same 1968 period, or 
$60.447,324 compared 
to $50,- 
756,603. The best improvement 
is in the commercial category 
(offices, stores, industries, etc.) 
which is up 46.5 per cent or 
from $7.954.115 to $11,651.340. 
The 1970 prospects in this field 
appear good 
Residential construction has 
been slightly better with 1.535 
housing units permitted com­ 
pared to 1,401 in I960. It was 
composed of 854 single-family 
dwellings and 681 units in apart­ 
ments.

Marin Made Significant 


Forward Strides In ' 69

In a recapitulation of Marin’s 
economic 
development during 
the past year, several pluses 
stand out and merit stressing: 
1. Though we are still limited 
in capability, the county’s first 
real emergence into servicing 
more sizable numbers of visi­ 
tors in either groups or as indi­ 
viduals in one establishment. 
2. Mentioned last year and in­ 
creasing both in size and fre­ 
quency in 1969 was the choice of

In 
July, the Olema Ranch Camp­ 
ground opened with 67 units. It 
has done well, and the owner 
plans a 33-unit expansion for the 
next year’s season.

Something For 


All Its Visitors 


By MURRAY J. BROWN 


There is something for every­ 
one in Acapulco, the famous 
Mexican resort on the Pacific 
Coast — the sportsman,, the1 
swinger, the shopper, the sight­ 
seer and the spectator. 
In fact, one of the big prob­ 
lems for the American visitor is 
to find time to take advantage 
of all the attractions. 
For the sports-minded, there 
are swimming, surfing, water 
skiing, skin and scuba diving, 
sailing, fishing, golf, tennis, rid 
ing and other sea and land ac­ 
tivities. 
There also are p a r a c h u t e 
rides over the bay ; high-power­ 
ed speedboats attached by lines 
to the chutes pull riders up to 
100 feet and more. 


FOR THE swinger, there are 
nightclubs, discotheques, cafes 
and bars and the action goes on 
virtually around the clock. 
Daytime swingers head for 
t h e thatch-roofed, open-sided 
Paradise Club on La Condesa 
Beach where the food, band and 
dancing are hot. 
For the shopper, there are 
boutiques with the latest fash­ 
ions from Paris and other haute 
coutourier centers, curio shops 
and street stalls with leather 
goods, silver jewelry and 'Other 
handicrafts and peddlers hawk­ 
ing colorful scrapes, rugs, man­ 
tillas and other locally-produced 
wares on the beaches, 


FOR THE sightseer, there are 
tours by boat and bus to Mexi­ 
can fishing and farming villages 
and through the old city of Aca­ 
pulco with its steep, narrow al­ 
leys and ancient homes and 
churches, including the blue- 
domed 240-year-old Church of 
the Lonely Virgin. 
There also are miles of beach­ 
es d e e o r a t e d by shapely 
bikini-clad Am.eri.can .and Mexi­ 
can b e a u t i e s for the girl- 
watehers. 
For the spectator, there are 
the exciting jai aliai games, 
, bullfights in the winter season, 
water s k i i n g 
tournaments, 
nightly water acrobatic shows 
and the famed divers who risk 


life and limb by plunging 140 
feet from a cliff into a narrow 
and shallow inlet.. 


I MADE MY first visit to Aca­ 
pulco with other American writ­ 
ers as guests for the press open­ 
ing of the Paraíso Marriott Ho­ 
tel, fronting on the beach. 
The 22-story hotel, with a 
lighthouse-like t o w e r on the 
roof, is the first outside the 
United States to be operated by 
the Marriott Corp. Hotel Divi­ 
sion. 
Decorated in traditional Mexi­ 
can style, the hotel offers 442 
rooms with views of the bay or 
mountains, tour and transporta­ 
tion services, shops', cocktail 
lounge, dining and other facili­ 
ties. 


MY ROOM overlooking the 
horseshoe-shaped bay was fur­ 
nished with twin beds, a bu- 
reau-desk. a small sofa and two 
chairs and a table. It also had a 
terrace, d r e s s i n g room with 
washbasin and double closet 
and a bathroom with shower, 
toilet, bidet and extra telephone. 
Unusual to Americans who 
have visited other top resorts is 
Acapulco's informality when it 
comes to clothes. Ties and jack­ 
ets. are not required even, in the 
fanciest places. And women can 
leave their evening gowns and. 
furs at home, too. 
Casual clothes, such as pants 
sets and bare midriff outfits are 
acceptable everywhere. 


MOST POPULAR nightspots 
include the discotheque Tequila 
A-Go-Go, just off Miguel Ale­ 
man Avenue, a short distance 
from the Paraíso. There's a cov­ 
er charge of 25 pesos or about 
$2. Order locally-made liquors 
and beer — imported alcoholic 
drinks are expensive in Mexico... 
Another top “in” spot for the 
jet set is Le Dome, which also 
has 1 i v e entertainment (and 
cover charge). 
About a half-dozen American 
and Mexican airlines fly to Aca­ 
pulco from cities in the United 
States.

Bonsai Plant Care And Culture 


Prove Fascinating To Marinites 
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BO N SA I PLANTS are a delightful hobby. In Japan, a gar­ 
dener may start a young bonsai that will reach its perfec­ 
tion in the lifetimes of his grandchildren. But in this country, 
more impatient gardeners can purchase ready-grown bon­ 
sai plants in pots, such as the one above, at the nurseries 
and florist shops. 


Bonsai, anyone? 
The answer has to be an over­ 
whelming yes, 
for more and 
more Marinites are taking a 
fancy to these picturesque trees, 
dwarfed and twisted in Japa­ 
nese fashion. 
It is true that in Japan a gar­ 
dener may start a young bonsai 
that will reach its perfection in 
the lifetime of his grandchil­ 
dren. Patience is a big factor in 
shaping and training a speci­ 
men to the shape desired. 
But, if patience isn't your vir­ 
tue, 
don’t 
despair, 
for 
most 
nurserymen have ready-grown 
bonsai plants in pots which you 
can enjoy and cherish in your 
home. 


FOR THOSE 
who want to 
start a bonsai from a seedling, 
or 
hunt 
down 
older 
rugged- 
looking s p e c i m e n s to train, 
there are simplified procedures 
which will bring more rapid re­ 
sults. 
Bonsai developed from year- 
old seedlings can be attractive 
specimens in five or 10 years. If 
.you find a larger plant to start 
with — in the wild, in your own 
garden or in the nursery — you 
can have an attractive piece im­ 
mediately. 
If starting with older plants, 
look for misshaped, 
irregular 
growth rather than s h a p e l y 
plants such as are preferred for 
planting in the garden. Prune 
unwanted branches to add to the 
interest of specim en form.

Back to the year-old seedling 
for bonsai: These are available 
at nurseries and have certain 
advantages. The t r u n k and 
branches will be pliable and 
easy to train. There are excel­ 
lent manuals available, which 
show 
you 
how 
to 
wire 
the 
branches and trunks to achieve 
artistic shapes. 
Pruning the young plants is 
confined to removing a few un­ 
wanted 
branches 
with 
sharp 
shears, then pinehing-back new 
growth as it appears. The re­ 
sults 
are stouter 
trunks and 
small foliage. 


START YOUR seedling in a 
sm all pot. 
Bonsai containers, 
available at nurseries and flo­ 
rist shops, are usually shallow 
— longer and wider than they 
are deep. Increase the size of 
the container from year to year 
until the specimen has reached 
the ultimate size you wish. 
When you place the small tree 
in the container, try tilting it 
slightly for artistic effect. If the 


bowl is oblong, set the plant 
closer to one end than the oth­ 
er; if it’s round, put the bonsai 
in the center. 
Soil for bonsai s p e c i m e n s 
should be porous and not exces­ 
sively rich. Equal parts of gar­ 
den loam, leaf mold and sand is 
the usual mixture. 
Drainage holes in the contain­ 
er should be covered with a fine 
wire screening or a piece of 
crockery set over the hole to 
prevent soil loss. A layer of 
gravel in the bottom of the con­ 
tainer is recommended. Over 
that, add a layer of sand. Place 
the plant in the c o n t a i n e r , 
spread out its roots and then 
add the soil mixture. Press the 
soil firmly, then water it thor­ 
oughly with a fine spray. 


CARE OF bonsai specimens 
differ from that of plants in the 
ground or in larger redwood 
tubs. They depend on your help 
to live in a sm all area of soil. 
Therefore, 
watering 
becomes 
very important. 


Once a day with a fine mist is 
average, but in warm weather 
they may need water as many 
as three times a day. 
Keep your bonsai out of direct 
hot sun and don’t expose it to 
strong, drying winds. Don’t be 
afraid of cold weather, as most 
bonsai plants are naturally har­ 
dy — conifers, deciduous shrubs 
and trees, or hardy evergreens. 
Naturally, 
if you’re 
using 
a 
tender plant, you would give it 
winter protection. 
If in doubt, ask your nursery­ 


man. 


WHETHER YOU’RE looking 
for older specimens or bonsai 
seedlings, choosing the plants is 
half the fun. There’s a good va­ 


riety available, and your imagi­ 
nation will happily run wild. Re­ 
member that the plants which 


are naturally slow growing and 
picturesque are the best bets. 


Before You Plant Those New Bareroot Roses - 


As the New Year gets under­ 
way, so does the California ro- 
sarian’s calendar of activities in 
the Golden State.

Before rushing out and buying 
the first roses you see adver­

those new roses you bring home 
from the nursery: The require­ 
ments are not that complicated, 
and will assure beautiful re­ 
sults. 


First, select a sunny planting 
site. The location should receive 
sun for at least half a day and 
more is preferable, especially in 
coastal gardens. 
A well-drained soil is ideal, 
but a lack of such can be com­ 
pensated for at time of planting. 
The planting 
hole 
should 
be 
large enough to permit you to 
spread out the roots of the rose. 
They should never be crammed 
into a hole in the ground. 
If your soil isn’t all it should 
be. it is advisable to mix it with 
a nurserymen's planter mix be­ 
fore returning it back into the 
hole. 


WITH A good-sized planting 
hole, mound the soil and planter 
mix preparation into the shape 
of a cone and spread the roots 
so that they settle over this 
mound. 
At the base of the rose is the 
bud union. This is located in the 
area where the canes branch 
out from the shank — and re­ 
sem bles a thumbnail. The rose 
should be planted at a depth so 
the bud union is slightly above 
the final soil level — about one 
inch above» U K 
When the level has been de­ 


t e r m i n e d , fill-in around the 
roots with the soil you have tak­ 
en from the hole and combined 
with planter mix to create a 
rich, organic planting medium. 
When the hole is completely 
full, firm the area with your 
feet. Make sure the soil is pack­ 
ed firmly, eliminating any air 
pockets that may have formed. 


January ushers in one of the 
busiest planting seasons for Ma­ 
rin gardeners.

Winter's A Busy Planting 
Time For Marin Gardeners 
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A Budget Vacation In Phoenix Is Possible 


A DOWNTOWN STREET scene in Phoenix 
no metropolis.

Stephen Longstreet, that vir­ 
tuoso of fiction, has turned out 
another slickly-plotted, readable 
novel. 
With skill and wit he directs 
the age-old c o n f I i c t between 
idealistic youth and compromis­ 
ing middle age — as exempli­ 
fied by young Rabbi David Men­ 
doza, a chaplain fresh from 
Vietnam, and his uncle, Rabbi 
Charles Pedlock, shepherd of a 
delightful 
flock of hypocrites 
who find consolation at Temple 
Oheb Sholom in High Beverly, 
Calif, (where else?). 
Old sinner Pedlock is a Jew­ 
ish version of Elmer Gantry 
c r o s s e d with Billy Graham,. 
He’s a lecher, adulterer, charm- 
e r - o f - w i d o w s , and violater- 
of-virgins. His one sartorial in­ 
dulgence is black alligator shoes 
and his mating cry is Solomon’s 
Song — King James Version. 
But lie’s also a successful 
fund-raiser, a spell-binding and

Bonsai Plant Care And Culture 
Prove Fascinating To Marinites 
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Bonsai, anyone? 
The answer has to be an over­ 
whelming yes, for more and 
more Marinites are taking a 
fancy to these picturesque trees, 
dwarfed and twisted in Japa­ 
nese fashion. 
It is true that in Japan a gar­ 
dener may start a young bonsai 
that will reach its perfection in 
the lifetime of his grandchil­ 
dren. Patience is a big factor in 
shaping and training a speci­ 
men to the shape desired. 
But, if patience isn’t your vir­ 
tue, don’t despair, for most 
nurserymen have ready-grown 
bonsai plants in pots which you 
can enjoy and cherish in your 
home. 


FOR THOSE who want to 
start a bonsai from a seedling, 
or hunt down older 
rugged- 
looking s p e c i m e n s to train, 
there are simplified procedures 
which will bring more rapid re­ 
sults. 
Bonsai developed, from year- 
old seedlings can be attractive 
specimens in five or 10 years. If 
.you find a larger plant to start 
with — in the wild, in your own 
garden or in the nursery — you 
can have an attractive piece im­ 
mediately. 
If starting with older plants, 
look for misshaped, irregular 
growth rather than s h a p e l y 
plants such as are preferred for 
planting in the garden. Prune 
unwanted branches to add to the 
interest pf specimen form. 


KEEP IN mind the shape

to achieve. 
A 
twisted look as though it had 
lived a rugged life on a rocky 
mountain top is ideal. 
Back to the year-old seedling 
for bonsai: These are available 
at nurseries and have certain 
advantages. The t r u n k and 
branches will be pliable and 
easy to train. There are excel­ 
lent manuals available, which 
show you 
how to wire the 
branches and trunks to achieve 
artistic shapes. 
Pruning the young plants is 
confined to removing a few un­ 
wanted 
branches with sharp 
shears, then pinching-back new 
growth as it appears. The re­ 
sults are stouter trunks and 
small foliage. 


START YOUR seedling in a 
small pot. 
Bonsai containers, 
available at nurseries and flo­ 
rist shops, are usually shallow 
— longer and wider than they 
are deep. Increase the size of 
the container from year to year 
until the specimen has reached 
the ultimate size you wish. 
When you place the small tree 
in the container, try tilting it 
slightly for artistic effect. If the 


bowl is oblong, set the plant 
closer to one end than the oth­ 
er; if it’s round, put the bonsai 
in the center. 
Soil for bonsai s p e c i m e n s 
should be porous and not exces­ 
sively rich. Equal parts of gar­ 
den loam, leaf mold and sand is 
the usual mixture. 
Drainage holes in the contain­ 
er should be covered with a fine 
wire screening or a piece of 
crockery set over the hole to 
prevent soil loss. A layer of 
gravel in the bottom of the con­ 
tainer is recommended. Over 
that, add a layer of sand. Place 
the plant in the c o n t a i n e r , 
spread out its roots and then 
add the soil mixture. Press the 
soil firmly, then water it thor­ 
oughly with a fine spray. 


CARE OF bonsai specimens 
differ from that of plants in the 
ground or in larger redwood 
tubs. They depend on your help 
to live in a small area of soil. 
'Therefore, 
watering 
becomes 
very important, 
Once a day with a fine mist is 
average, but in warm weather 
they may need water as many 
as three times a day. 
Keep your bonsai out of direct 
hot sun and don’t expose it to 
strong, drying winds. Don’t be 
afraid of cold weather, as most 
bonsai plants are naturally har­ 
dy — conifers, deciduous shrubs 
and trees, or hardy evergreens. 
Naturally, 
if you’re using a 
tender plant, you would give it 
winter protection. 
If in doubt, ask your nursery­

Before You Plant Those New Bareroot Roses — 


As the New Year gets under­ 
way, so doqs the California ro­ 
sarían s calendar of activities in 
the Golden State. 
January is not only the month 
of pruning old roses, but a 
time for planting new ones. 
Before rushing out and buying 
the first roses you see adver­ 
tised, read the following advice 
from the California Association 
of Nurserymen about selecting 
and planting 
bareroot roses 
bushes: 


THE MOST important step is 
in the selection of healthy bare- 
root stock. The good is easy to 
discern from the bad, and .any 
nurseryman will be happy to ex­ 
plain the difference to you. Bas­ 
ically, you want to determine if 


the prospective purchase seems 
well formed with at least three 
strong canes (branches). 
Beware of the shrivelled-up 
ones — or those with weak 
canes. 
Roses are graded No. 1, No. 
It4, and No. 2, with No. 1 being 
the best. No. 2 grade is discard­ 
ed by most reputable rose grow­ 
ers. These are often sold as 
‘ bargain roses” — especially 
when sold without a variety 
name and just referred to as 
“ pink,” “ yellow,” etc. 
Another thing to remember 
about rose buying is that the 
new All-American First Prize, 
and other 
1970 .introductions, 
will 'be in great demand. Supply 
generally doesn’t meet demand,

NOW FOR the planting of 
those new roses you bring home 
from the nursery: The require­ 
ments are not that complicated, 
and will assure beautiful re­ 
sults. 
First, select a sunny planting 
site. The location should receive 
sun for at least half a day and 
more is preferable, especially in 
coastal gardens. 
A well-drained soil is ideal, 
but a lack of such can be com­ 
pensated for at time of planting. 
The planting hole should be 
large enough to permit you to 
spread out the roots of the rose. 
They should never be crammed 
into a hole in the ground. 
If your soil isn’t all it should 
be, it is advisable to mix it with 
a nurserymen's planter mix be­ 
fore returning it back into the 
hole. 


WITH A good-sized planting 
hole, mound the soil and planter 
mix preparation into the shape 
of a cone and spread the roots 
so that they settle over this 
mound. 
At the base of the rose is the 
bud union. This is located in the 
area where the canes branch 
out from the shank — and re­ 
sembles a thumbnail. The rose 
should be planted at a depth so 
the bud union is slightly above 
the final soil level — about one 
inch above» 111. . 
When the level has been de- 


t e r m i n e d , fill-in around the 
roots with the soil you have tak­ 
en from the hole and combined 
with planter mix to create a 
rich, organic planting medium. 
When the hole is completely 
full, firm the area with your 
feet. Make sure the soil is pack­ 
ed firmly, eliminating any air 
pockets that may have formed. 


MAKE A water bisin around 
the bush. If the bud union has 
been lowered during the plant­ 
ing, now .is the time to raise it 
before making this basin. This 
becomes the 
irrigation basin 
and it should be filled with wa­ 
ter immediately, both to settle 
the soil and to keep the roots 
moist.

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What To Do About A Clogged Kitchen Sink

When, fats and greases flow 
down the 'kitchen sink day after 
day, as they almost invariably 
do in most homes, it .is only a 
question of time 'before there is 
a. stoppage. 
When solid materials, such, as 
pieces of vegetable, are also 
permitted to enter the sink 
drain, the problem is compound­ 
ed... 
This being a period, when it 
isn’t always easy to obtain, a, 
plumber when you. need 'him — 
especially for so-called small 
jobs — .It is essential that some­ 
one in, the family 'know some- 
t h i n g about, unclogging sink, 
drains. 


MOST 
OF 
the 
time 
the 
stoppage will give way with 
the use of a, rubber plunger or 


‘•p 1. u m b e r ’s friend,” one of 
which should 'be standard equip­ 
ment in. every house. 
The rubber cup of the plunger 
should be placed 'directly over 
the drain. Hold the handle with 
both hands, press it down, then 
lift it up with a kind of snap 
motion. Don’t be discouraged if 
nothing happens the first few 
times. 
It often takes 10 or 20 such 
actions to undog the pipe and 
start the water flowing freely 
again. 


IF THIS doesn’t work, use a 
“snake” or auger, another item, 
that should 'be around the house. 
There are several variations 
of this tool, which is basically a 
flexible wire 'with a. hook on the 
end of it. If yours has a crank.

BE SURE TO place a pail or 
other container under the trap 
before opening it, since some 
water will come out. After the 
plug or U has been removed, 
use a snake or piece of wire 
with a hook on the end of it to 
pull out any dogged material, on 
either side of the' 'trap. 
Commercial chemical drain 
cleaners are often e 1 f e c l i v e 
when used according to direc­ 
tions. 
Following the directions .is vi- 
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tal, as there are many different 
kinds of cleaners on the market. 
The manufacturers of t h e s e 
products say that their regular 
use will prevent stoppages by 
dissolving accumulated matter, 
such, as grease.. 


Do Your Homework Now It Y o u 
Plan An Addition To The House 


By VIVIAN BROWN 


'If the do-it-yourselfer is plan­ 
ning an addition to the house 
next spring, his wife should get 
him to .spend the winter study­ 
ing the project to give it a. pro­ 
fessional look, advises a well- 
known architect,. 
It may be the difference be­ 
tween a project that looks good 
and one that looks patchy. 


“I GET LIVID when I see 
how do-it-yourselfers ruin the 
lines of a lovely house. It is like 
an attractive person, who toler­ 
ates a skin blemish; or, á home­ 
made dress that is carelessly 
thrown together. It could be dif­ 
ferent, if they’d just give it 
some thought,” he says. 
'What secrets in house remod­ 
eling set 'the architect's look, 
apart from, the do-it-yourselfer’s 
look? 
Lote of them, says this archi­ 
tect, who prefers anonymity.. 
The principal, secret is detail. 


FOR EXAMPLE, many do- 
it-yourselfers put a room on the 
house without e o n s |d e r i n g 
whether it is compatible with, 
the existing architecture. They 
cannot visualize the finished 
room. 
Amateurs,, he says, can edu­ 
cate themselves on this point. 
One way is. to photograph the 
exterior of the house from, every 
angle while the trees are denud­ 
ed .and everything is pretty 
stark around the building. The 
photographs may then be en­ 
larged. and used as a base on 
which to sketch 'the planned ad­ 
dition. Or, tracing paper can, be1 
used to copy the photograph, 
and then the contemplated addi­ 
tion can be drawn on the paper. 
Three or four sketches should 
be made and friends and family 
should be consulted. 


LIBRARIES HAVE books on 
architecture, and m a n y li­ 
braries keep newspaper and 
magazine files that may provide 
photographs of houses 'that re­ 
semble the one to be remodeled. 
Study the elevations (sides) of 
the house, and make sure that 
the addition is kept in, line with 
the main part of the house. Note 
the roof and. the placement of 
doors and. windows. If one finds 
the right house, and the addition 
is about the size planned, the 
picture can be copied, for ideas. 
The addition should accommo­ 
date w h a t e v e r function .is 
planned for i i Is it to sleep one 
or more people? Is it to 'be: a 
dining area? An extra bath? 


EACH OF these rooms re­ 
quires a certain basic amount of 
space for furniture and fixtures. 
The do-it-yourselfer s h o u l d 
■draw the dimensions of furnish­ 
ings to' scale, so that he can see 
how they will fit .into the room. 
A straight chair is figured at 
about 18 inches, but a Windsor 
chair' may run to 26 linches, a 
wing chair to 32 .inches. 
Many people plan small, din­ 
ing rooms without the space 
necessary around the table to 
push dining chairs back. A. din­ 
ing table may be five or more 
feet long,, but it may extend to 
eight or more feet for special 
'occasions. Six chairs or more 
may be required in. the room. If 
there is. a china cabinet, it 
should 'he figured at another 
four feet. You. need room, to 
open toe door, and. room to open 
drawers of a buffet server, if 
there is one. Many people use 
serving shelves on the wall, and. 
these may take another foot or 
more.

cannot u n d e r S t a n d rough 
sketches, blueprints or anything 
that isn’t three-dimensional. A 
photograph is the nearest thing 
to it,, unless the do-it-yourselfer 
can. build, a model of the room. 
“This would surely achieve 
perfect harmony. .A, small model 
of a project might be built from 
cigar boxes, and it will save 
headaches later.”' 
If he is remodeling a kitchen, 
the do-it-yourselfer should really 
investigate every new idea con­ 
nected with kitchens. Women 
like utility, convenience 
and 
style in. the kitchen. They like 
ironing boards that spring out of 
walls, double sinks that permit 
sloshing things from one sink to 
another, accessible places for 
t r a y s and .small appliances. 
They like self-cleaning ovens, 
dishwashers and. a freezer com­ 
partment in refrigerators even 
if they own a large freezer. 


ONE BIG mistake made by 
do-it-yourselfers is. forgetting to 
t a k e into consideration the 
height of the kitchen worker. 
Cupboards may be1 Vut U'P 80 
high that a. little woman can’t 
reach them. 
Libraries usually have books 
and catalogs that illustrate the 
proper placement of utilities 
and a r c h i l e c u r a l catalogs 
used by architects, in assessing 
new building materials. 
This architect says that if he 
ever builds another house for 
his. wife, he will have her sign a 
release before building 'begins. 
Women often say “that so.un.ds 
great” and then later say they 
d. i d n ’t understand what you 
really meant, he says. For ex­ 
ample,, they want many doors 
and windows, but they complain 
... when they cannot p r o p e r I y 
place a grand, piano or big sofa 
.in the room..

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Resolutions For The Do-It-Yourselfer

Okay, it’s that time of the year. 
Hectic, hectic, hectic. 
But no matter how busy we are, there 
are moments for reflection. And as we 
meditate, we inevitably come to the con­ 
clusion that there are certain things we 
will or will not do in the year ahead. 
There is no practical reason why such 
decisions can't be made in May or July 
or September. It’s just that it seems 
more logical to plan our course of action 
with the start of a new year. 
With no expectation that all — or any 
— of the following resolutions will be 
kept, they are nevertheless presented as 


a set of guidelines for the do-it-yourselfer 
in 1970: 
1. I will read and follow the directions 
that come with the products I purchase, 
realizing that the manufacturers want 
me to get the best possible results so 
that I will be a repeat customer.

In using power tools, I will observe 
all safety precautions, including those 
that call for proper grounding to avoid 
electrical shocks in the event of short 
circuits.

HOLLYWOOD (UP1) - Tele­ 
vision in the 1970s is likely to 
offer these developments: 
More stations, with special­ 
ized program m aterial and au­ 
diences. 
as 
a 
result 
of 
the 
growth ot cable and commu- 
' rity-antenna television. Follow­ 
ing the current radio pattern, an 
example of this might well be 
all-news stations. 


The growth of homes as fami­ 
ly entertainment c e n t e r s as 
prices drop for do-it-yourself vi­ 
deotape m a c h i n e s , and pro­ 
grams — via cassettes — be­ 
come more available as an al­ 
ternative 
and 
complement 
to 
network shows. In this area, in­ 
structional a n d 
informational 
programs seem certain to be 
w idely used 
A greater reflection, in net­ 
work broadcasts, of the tastes 
and values of the current young 
generation. Creators from this 
generation will naturally grow 
into positions of video authority 
and prominence. The audience 
of 
this 
generation, 
too. 
will 
reach the age where it is likely 
to stay home more often and 
watch television. 


More "special” network pro­ 
gramming as the competition 


increases for the added leisure 
time of views, particularly those 
in 
sophisticated 
urban 
areas, 
where most persons now live. 
Executives agree audiences are 
more hip nowadays — but some 
powerful outdated ratings sur­ 
veys still emphasize tastes in 
outlying 
provincial 
areas be­ 
cause of oldtime population pat­ 
terns and samplings, and are 
holding back logical trends. 
Furtherm ore, b e i n g mass- 
oriented. the m ajor broadcast­ 
ing organizations c o m p r i s e , 
quite naturally, a basically con­ 
servative 
entertainment 
a n d 
communications f o r c e . They 
want to appeal to as many peo­ 
ple as possible, and offend as 
few as they can. in order to gain 
ratings and sponsors and prof­ 
its. 
Almost 
unanimously, 
top 
n e t w o r k executives see few 
drastic changes in form and 
content for programming in the 
1970s. 


TELEVISION has such enor­ 
mous impact that even relative­ 
ly small and natural changes 
register immediately in the na­ 
tional consciousness. It is there­ 
fore provocative when all three 
network 
programming 
bosses 
affirm, with enthusiasm, some 
new directions their organiza­ 
tions will take, with the appar­ 


ent emphasis on young-thinking 
people. 
For example, Mort Werner. 
NBC-TV’s program chief: 
"I 
think things have to be differ­ 
ent. We have a generation out 
there that is pretty good at 
script editing.’’ 
Like his counterparts, Werner 
sees more 
live-on-tape shows 
“ with a certain sense of imme­ 
diacy“ in the future. He also 
thinks of doing away with stan- 
dard-length program s when the 
project is right; of fine novels 
serialized; of more format com­ 
edy series example: “ Laugh-In” 
rather than r o u t i n e variety 
shows, and of all-specials nights 
“ a lot more of that.” 
“ I'd like to take one night 
some time to show the public 
t e l e v i s i o n from around the 
world,” he says. 
Mike Dann, program boss of 
CBS-TV, 
which has 
attracted 
many older v i e vv e r s, says: 
“ Change is coming, 
and 
it’s 
going to be fairly drastic, I 
think. I don’t mean in permis­ 
siveness, or kinds of dram a, or 
the decline of situation comedy, 
or things like that. America is 
undergoing 
a 
massive 
social 
revolution, 
and 
it’s 
certainly 
going to find its way to televi­ 
sion.” 


At ABC-TV, meanwhile, the 
new 
h e a d of programming. 
Martin Starger, 
looks toward 
“ longer form” shows and “ a 
greater upsurge of specials,” 
a g r e e i n g that audiences are 
more sophisticated and “ tired of 
standard series.’’ He said: 


“ I’M NOT So sure we won’t 
see on a regular basis, a single 
program for a whole night. Or 
perhaps one or two big pro­ 
gram s.” 


S t a r g e r . like others, sees 
wider use of foreign produc­ 
tions, as with the movie indus­ 
try recently. He also takes a 
p o s i t i v e 
attitude 
toward 
nevver-breed movies slated for 
video despite some viewer fears 
over their earthiness. He notes 
that “ Georgy Girl” and “ A Man 
And A Woman” appeared on 
ABC-TV recently, and says the 
future will hold more “ adult, 
real, contemporary” subjects. 
Television, of course, is most 
e x c i t i n g when covering real 
events. And NBC President Jul­ 
ian Goodman says: “ What we 
might see is a return to more 
liveness on TV — particularly in 
the news area, offering some of 
the things people think televi­ 
sion does best. Perhaps a régu­ 
la» program; maybe not hard 
news events. Let’s say, for ex­ 


ample. a world trade fair in Ja ­ 
pan.” 


The networks indicate little 
future sympathy for the opinion­ 
ated. 
so-called 
"new 
journal­ 
ism. ' NBC news chief Reaven 
Frank offers the "classic defini­ 
tion of American Journalism: 
That it is self-responsible rather 
than to any outside aim or 
school of thought.” And Richard 
Salant. head of CBS News, says 
of the "new journalism :” 
“ It s not new and it’s not jour­ 
nalism. It represents the worst 
features 
of 
the 
early 
penny 
press of the United States. And 
journalism means to get at the 
truth without regard to personal 
feelings or opinions.” 


SALANT’S CHIEF interest is 
getting more air time for news. 
Over at ABC-TV. news execu­ 
tive Bill Sheehan has the same 
concern. 
Sheehan 
also thinks 
the future's added stations, with 
more specific audience groups, 
may mean more live broadcasts 
— “ maybe proceedings of the 
House of Representatives down 
to city council meetings.” 
Such added c h a n n e l s may 
even result in a counterpart to 
the 
underground 
press, 
says 
Salant. "Of course they’ll have 
to clean up their language a lit­ 
tle.” he says. “ But I’ll watch.”

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What To Expect From TV In The '70s

HOLLYWOOD tU PIl — Tele­ 
vision in the 1970s is likely to 
offer these developments: 
More stations, with special­ 
ized program material and au­ 
diences, 
as 
a 
result 
of 
the 
growth of cable and commu- 
ity -a n ten na tele v ision. F olio w- 
ing the current radio pattern, an 
example of this might well be 
all -news stations. 


The growth of homes as fami­ 
ly entertainment c e n t e r s as 
prices drop for do-it-yourself vi-, 
deotape m a c h i n e s , and pro­ 
grams — via cassettes — be­ 
come more available as an al­ 
ternative 
and 
complement 
to 
network shows. In this area, in­ 
structional 
a n d informational 
programs seem certain to be 
widely used. 
A greater reflection, in net­ 
work broadcasts, of the tastes 
and values of the current young 
generation. Creators from this 
generation will naturally grow 
into positions of video authority 
and prominence 
The audience 
of 
this 
generation, 
too, 
will 
reach the age where it is likely 
to stay home more often and 
watch television. 


More “special” network pro- 
t cramming as the competition 


increases for the added leisure 
time of views, particularly those 
in sophisticated 
urban 
areas, 
where most persons now live. 
Executives agree audiences are 
more hip nowadays — but some 
powerful outdated ratings sur­ 
veys still emphasize tastes in 
outlying 
provincial 
areas 
be­ 
cause of oldtime population pat­ 
terns and samplings, and are 
holding back logical trends. 
Furthermore, b e i n g mass- 
oriented, the major broadcast­ 
ing organizations c o m p r i s e , 
quite naturally, a basically con­ 
servative 
entertainment 
a n d 
communications f o r c e . They 
want to appeal to as many peo­ 
ple as possible, and offend as 
few as they can, in order to gain 
ratings and sponsors and prof­ 
its. 
Almost 
unanimously, 
top 
n e t w o r k executives see few 
drastic changes 
in form and 
content for programming in the 
1970s. 


TELEVISION' has such enor­ 
mous impact that even relative­ 
ly small and natural changes 
register Immediately in the na­ 
tional consciousness. It is there­ 
fore provocative when ail three 
network 
programming 
bosses 
affirm, with enthusiasm, some 
new directions their organiza­ 
tions will take, with the appar­ 


ent emphasis on young-thinking 
people. 
For example. 
Mort Werner, 
NBC-TV’s 
program chief: 
“I 
think things have to be differ­ 
ent. We have a generation out 
there that is 
pretty good 
at 
script editing.” 
Like his counterparts. Werner 
sees 
more 
live-on-tape shows 
‘ with a certain sense of imme­ 
diacy” in the future. He also 
thinks of doing away with stan- 
dard-length programs when the 
project is right; of fine novels 
serialized; of more format com­ 
edy series example: “Laugh-In” 
rather than r o u t i n e variety 
shows, and of all-specials nights 
*‘a lot more of that.” 
“ I’d like to take one night 
some time to show the public 
t e l e v i s i o n from around the 
world,” he says. 
Mike Dann. program boss of 
CBS-TV. 
which 
has attracted 
many older v i e w e r s , says: 
“Change is 
coming, 
and 
it’s 
going to be fairly drastic, 
I 
think. I don’t mean in permis­ 
siveness, or kinds of drama, or 
the decline of situation comedy, 
or things like that. America is 
undergoing 
a 
massive 
social 
revolution, 
and 
it’s 
certainly 
going to find its way to televi­ 
sion.” 


At: ARC-TV, meanwhile, the 
new 
h e a d of programming. 
Martin 
Starger. 
looks toward 
“longer form.” shows and “a 
greater upsurge of specials.” 
a g r e e i n g that audiences are 
more sophisticated and ‘’tired of 
standard series.” He said: 


“I ’M NOT SO1 sure we won’t 
see on a regular basis, a single 
program for a whole night. Or 
perhaps one or two big pro­ 
grams.” 
S t a r g e r , like others, sees 
wider use of foreign produc­ 
tions, as with the movie indus­ 
try recently. He also takes a 
p o s i t i v e 
attitude 
toward 
newer-breed movies slated for 
video despite some viewer fears 
over their earthiness, He notes 
that “Georgy Girl” and “A Man 
And A Woman” appeared on 
ABC-TV recently, and says the 
future will hold more “ adult, 
real, contemporary” subjects. 
Television, of course, is most 
e x c i t i n g when covering real 
events. And NBC President Jul­ 
ian Goodman says: “What we 
might see is a return to 'more 
liveness on TV — particularly in 
the news area, offering some of 
the things people think televi­ 
sion does best. Perhaps a regu­ 
lar program; maybe not hard 
news events, Let’s say. for ex­ 


ample. a world trade fair in Ja­ 
pan.” 


The networks indicate little 
future sympathy for the opinion­ 
ated, 
so-called “new 
journal­ 
ism .” NBC news chief Rea ven 
Frank offers the “classic defini­ 
tion of American Journalism: 
That it is self-responsible rather 
than to any outside aim or 
school of thought.” And Richard 
Salant. head of CBS News, says 
of the “new journalism:” 
“ It’s not new and it’s not jour­ 
nalism. It represents the worst 
features 
of 
the 
early 
'penny 
press of the United States. And 
journalism means to get at the 
truth without regard to personal 
feelings or opinions.” 


SALANT S CHIEF interest is 
getting more air time for news. 
Over at ABC-TV, news execu­ 
tive Bill Sheehan has the same 
concern. 
Sheehan 
also 
thinks 
the future’s added stations, with 
more specific audience groups, 
may mean more live broadcasts 
— “maybe proceedings of the 
House of Representatives down 
to city council meetings..” 
Such added c h a n n e l s may 
even result in a counterpart to 
the 
underground 
press, 
says 
Salant. “Of course they'll have 
to clean up their language a lit­ 
tle.” he says. “But I'll watch.”
